Huppie 

guilty

Ryan Huppie stared fixed¬ 
ly down at his hands in 
the prisoner’s box in 
Court of Queen’s Bench 
yesterday morning, after 
Justice Terry Clackson 
ruled he is guilty of 
brutally raping and stab¬ 
bing his neighbour multi¬ 
ple times in an attempt to 
end her life. 

“We’re pleased with the 
decision and we’re moving 
toward justice for this crim¬ 
inal,” said the victim’s fa¬ 
ther. “We look forward to 
sentencing, because this 
four-and-a-half year process 
has taken way too long.” 

Though the victim, a 33- 
year-old school vice-prin¬ 
cipal who asked not to be 
identified, was not in 
court to hear the verdict, 
she released a written 
statement: 

“There have many chap¬ 
ters through which my 
loved ones and I have 
struggled to heal all physi¬ 
cal and emotional wounds, 
and we are relieved that 
this one more chapter has 
been closed,” she wrote. 

Huppie, now a lean 24 
years old, wore black cloth¬ 
ing and a buzzed haircut. 
As his verdict was read he 
didn’t once glance up at the 
crowd who came to see him 
receive his due, not even to 
his look at his mother. 

Huppie’s lawyer, Laurie 
Wood, argued that her 
client was not criminally 
responsible for his actions. 
She said that the cocktail 
of narcotics Huppie con-

sumed on the night of the 
offence was in an effort to 
“self-medicate” an untreat¬ 
ed mental illness. 

“I’m disappointed with 
the decision to find him 
criminally responsible,” 
she said. “This is clearly a 
case where Mr. Huppie was 
diagnosed with a mental 
health disorder from the 
age of eight, nine, ten, 
eleven, and twelve, none 
of which he was faking.” 

In a written decision, Jus¬ 
tice Clackson stated: 

“There is every reason to 
believe the accused was in¬ 
toxicated on the night in 
question. However, the 
events described by (the 
victim) compel me to the 
conclusion that the ac¬ 
cused knew what he was 
about and intended to end 
her life.” 

Crown Prosecutor Avril 
Herron said she will be fil¬ 
ing for dangerous offend¬ 
er status, which carries 
with it an indefinite life 
sentence.

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper will be clear to 
launch a federal election 
as early as this weekend 
after he meets with two of 
the three opposition party 
leaders, Conservative 
sources say. 

Harper will meet with 
NDP leader Jack Layton 
and Bloc Quebecois leader 
Gilles Duceppe this week¬ 
end. 


The meetings aren’t like¬ 
ly to throw the election 
march off course. Duceppe 
has vowed to introduce a 
motion of non-confidence 
in the government as soon 
as possible. And Layton, 
who initially said the 
prime minister should not 
ask Governor-General 
Michaelle Jean to dissolve 
Parliament, is now calling 
Harper’s bluff. 


“I’m going to tell him 
that if you want to quit 
your job, I’m going to ap¬ 
ply for it,” he told CBC-TV 
from Denver. “I think the 
fix is in. I think he’s going 
through a charade here.” 


Harper has already writ¬ 
ten off a proposed Sept. 9 
meeting with Liberal 
Leader Stephane Dion, 
which would come one day 
after three scheduled by- 
elections, saying it’s a de¬ 


laying tactic that shows 
Liberals aren’t serious 
about working with his 
government. 

“All the signs indicate 
that this Parliament is at 
the end of its productive¬ 
ness,” Harper said at a cabi¬ 
net meeting in Inuvik, 
N.W.T. 

In the 308-seat House of 
Commons, the Conserva¬ 
tives hold 127 seats, the 


Liberals 95, the Bloc 48 
and the NDP 30. 

A government source 
said yesterday that an elec¬ 
tion call as early as Sept. 2 
“could happen,” but it 
would be a surprise be¬ 
cause word had not gone 
out as of yesterday for Con¬ 
servative staffers to start 
clearing out their Parlia¬ 
ment Hill desks.

Food safety experts are 
baffled why the Canadian 
government has not yet al¬ 
lowed food producers to 
zap meat and produce 
with enough radiation to 
kill deadly bacteria that 
cause outbreaks of food- 
borne disease. 

Health Canada said 
Wednesday that it is con¬ 
sidering approving the ir¬ 
radiation of meats by early 
2009. But experts say the 


announcement, which 
rolled-out in the wake of a 
nation-wide outbreak of 
Listeriosis monocytogenes 
linked to ready-to-eat 
meats, is too late in com¬ 
ing. 

“It’s become obvious 


that a catastrophe has to 
happen before the technol¬ 
ogy can move forward,” 
said Dennis Olson, a pro¬ 
fessor at Iowa State Univer¬ 
sity and an international 
expert on irradiation 
The U.S. approved irradi¬ 


ation in 2000. Critics say ir¬

New Orleans, oil rigs on alert as storm heads for U.S.

Monsoon floods eastern India 


Tropical Storm Gustav hit 
Jamaica with near 
hurricane-force winds yes¬ 
terday and is now blamed 
for at least 68 deaths in 
the Caribbean, and as of 
last night was on a path to 
reach New Orleans and 
the Gulf of Mexico oil 
fields as potentially a 
powerful hurricane. 

Energy companies pre¬ 
pared for Gustav to deliver 
what could be the hardest 
hit to the U.S. Gulf oil patch 
since the devastating 2005 
hurricane season. 

Oil prices rose above 
$120 a barrel in early trade 
yesterday, adding to two 
days of gains as Gustav 
aimed deep into gas plat¬ 
forms off Louisiana and 
Texas. 

But crude prices fell back 
more than $2 after the U.S. 
government and the Inter¬ 
national Energy Agency 
pledged to release emer¬ 
gency stockpiles if Gustav 
disrupts production in an 
area that provides the Unit¬ 
ed States with a quarter of 
its crude oil and 15 per cent 
of its natural gas. 

Forecasters said the 
storm could intensify rapid¬ 


ly and said within 72 hours 
it could become a Category 
4 or 5 hurricane, the most 
severe on the five-step Saf- 
fir-Simpson hurricane in¬ 
tensity scale. 

New Orleans remained in 
the range of possible land¬ 
fall locations on the U.S. 


Gulf Coast. Residents were 
on alert for possible evacua¬ 
tions from Friday. 

In Jamaica, shops, post of¬ 
fices and schools shut their 
doors and authorities or¬ 
dered nonessential workers 
to stay home as Gustav 
neared and began buffeting 


the island with high winds 
and torrential rains that 
soaked sugar cane fields. 

Gustav barged ashore as a 
hurricane in Haiti Tuesday, 
killing at least 59 people 
there and in the neighbor¬ 
ing Dominican Republic.

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper did not rule out the 
possibility the Canadian 
economy might have 
slipped into recession but 
said that if so, it would on¬ 
ly be in a technical sense. 

He spoke on the eve of 
the release of second quar¬ 
ter GDP data, which will 
show whether Canada has 
had negative growth for 
two successive quarters — 
the most popular technical 
definition of a recession. 

Most analysts expect 
slightly positive second- 
quarter growth after the 
first quarter’s annualized 
reading of -0.3 per cent. 

“Even if (a technical re¬ 
cession is) true, I don’t 
think it’s a real recession,” 
Harper said. 

For some, a recession is 
when many jobs are lost, 


Harper said. But the econo¬ 
my remains strong and 
while employment num¬ 
bers have softened they re¬ 
mained very high, he said. 

Harper said: “I’m not tiy- 
ing to sugarcoat this. I said 
a year ago ... that 2008 
would be a year of signifi¬ 
cantly slower economic 
growth” because of global 
economic circumstances. 

He added that good poli¬ 
cy choices and solid funda¬ 
mentals will allow Canada 
to withstand a slowdown.

Traitor more anguish movie than action 


Unknown Woman a brilliant film

get a glimpse of his tragic 
childhood in Sudan, and 
when we rejoin him as an 
adult, he’s selling arms to 
terrorists and ends up in a 
Yemeni prison where he 
becomes tight with his 
clients. 

Eventually, it becomes 
clear that Horn is a spy 
working to infiltrate a ter¬ 


rorist network with big 
plans for another 9/11, 
and the bulk of the movie 
concerns his attempts to 
maintain his cover while 
two eager FBI agents try to 
track him down and pre¬ 
vent the attacks. 

The look of misery on 
Cheadle’s face as he gets 
deeper into the plot 
makes this more an an¬ 
guish movie than an ac¬ 
tion movie. 

Horn is made manifestly 
unhappy by every aspect 
of his job, from the acci¬ 
dental death of innocents 
in a bombing he engineers 
to his very real friendship 


with Omar (Said Tagh¬ 
maoui), his recruiter to 
the terrorist cell. 

He’s betraying someone 
or something with every 
action he takes, but the 
film has a very conven¬ 
tional agenda and a place 
to be when the credits 
roll, so Horn’s anguish 
just feels like the remains 
of a plotline left unex¬ 
plored, and inspires a lot 
of moral tsuris that slows 
down the plot and make 
us wonder — even after 
the credits have rolled — 
just what moved Chea¬ 
dle’s Horn to become the 
world’s glummest spy.

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Coen brothers’ comedy 
divides Venice critics

The Coen brothers* latest 
film, the madcap comedy 
Burn After Reading, has 
sharply divided the 
critics, unlike last year’s 
acclaimed No Country For 
Old Men, which won four 
Oscars including best pic¬ 
ture. 

Early reviews of the ea¬ 
gerly-awaited picture have 
begun to appear following 
its world premiere at the 
Venice film festival on 
Wednesday, which brought 
A-listers George Clooney 
and Brad Pitt, and hun¬ 
dreds of screaming fans, to 
the red carpet. 

Trade paper Variety 
panned the comic spy 
spoof, calling it a "flame- 
out". 

“Nothing about the pro¬ 
ject’s execution inspires 
the feeling that this was 
ever intended as anything 
more than a lark, which 
would be fine if it were a 
good one,” wrote Todd Mc¬ 
Carthy. 

“As it is, audience teeth- 
grinding sets in early and 
never lets up.” 

Many of the warm words 
he had for Bum After Read¬ 
ing were reserved for Pitt, 
appearing in a Coen film 
for the first time. 

Like several other critics, 
McCarthy praised Pitt’s por¬ 
trayal of a naive, hyperac¬ 
tive gym instmctor who 
tries to extort money from 
a sacked CIA analyst whose 
sensitive memoirs he stum¬ 
bles across when a comput¬ 


er disc is dropped by acci¬ 
dent. 

“Pitt slices the ham very 
thick indeed, but uniquely 
emerges as endearing in 
doing so,” he said. 

At the other end of the 
scale was Screen Interna¬ 
tional’s Lee Marshall, who 
called the movie “a beauti¬ 
fully produced mix of spy 
story, U.S. Zeitgeist satire 
and relationship drama. 

“(Bum) is a smart urban 
screwball comedy about 
the perils of idiocy that us¬ 
es its all-star cast to daz¬ 
zling and often hilarious ef¬ 
fect.” 


Wendy Ide of the Times 
in London gave the film 
four stars out of five, and 
singled out Pitt and John 
Mallcovich as the best per¬ 
formances. 

Mallcovich is the heavy- 
drinlcing, aggressive CIA 
analyst, while Clooney, ap¬ 
pearing in his third Coen 
movie, plays an exercise-ob¬ 
sessed federal marshall 
who cheats on his wife. 

Ide’s main reservation is 
that the cast of characters 
it would be fair to describe 
as idiotic fails to elicit 
much sympathy in the au¬ 
dience. “It would perhaps 


be more rewarding if we 
could like the characters as 
well as laugh at them,” Ide 
concludes. 

Kirk Honeycutt of The 
Hollywood Reporter, in a 
mixed review, calls Burn “a 
minor piece of silliness 
with all the trappings of an 
A-list studio movie.” 

In conclusion, he quotes 
a line from a CIA officer in 
the movie who has just 
been told about the baf¬ 
fling series of events sur¬ 
rounding the missing 
memoirs. 

“Report back to me when 
it makes sense.” reuters

But on Planet AC/DC (est. 
1973), it’s business as usu¬ 
al, despite a gap of eight 
years, seven months and 
23 days between albums. 
When Black Ice is released 
on Oct. 21, it’ll sound like 



1973, 45 million of which 
are Black in Black. Their 
back catalogue sales are 
second to only the Beatles. 
(Fascinating stat: while 
U.S. album sales declined 
19 per cent last year, 
sales of AC/DC CDs 
were up 41 per 
cent.) 

And when they 
unch the world 
in support of Black 
Ice — which will include a 
two-pronged Canadian at¬ 
tack — they’ll sell mil¬ 
lions of tickets and t- 
shirts to three genera¬ 
tions of fans.

And they’re going to sell 
a lot of them.

Canadian retailers will get
